Partly cloudy and slightly warm- 
er weather will be the background 
for Christmas shopping today and 
tomorrow. 

The weatherman admitted a

War Brides 
Sped to U. 5. 
Via Plane 


NEW YORK—(4)—An. air- 
lift to beat a Dec. 27 deadline 
yesterday began landing 
Planeload after planeload of 
war brides from Germany. 

After the first four airliners 
had arrived, 77 happy wives 
and children of American sol- 
diers stood for the first time 
on the soil of their foster land. 
There were 49 wives and 28 
children. 

Most 


were born in Ger- 
many, a few in Austria or 
France. Their American hus- 
bands and fathers came with 
them, ‘ furloughed or trans- 
ferred. 

Dec. 27 is the last day of the 
War Brides Act. It waives im- 
migration restrictions for 
wives of G. I.’s. 

Commercial airlines stepped 
up their Army-activity sched- 
ules to give the couples and 
their children’ their last 
chance to benefit. 

The VU. S. Army Transport 
Corps said it hoped to bring 
in 4,000 to 5,000 persons be- 
fore the deadline.

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Sulfa Treatment 


For Cholera 
Found Etfective 


NEW ORLEANS—(/)—A new 
sulfa-drug treatment for cholera 
was described yesterday to the 
American Society of Tropical 
Medicine. 

Chemically-named “phythalylsul- 
facetimide,” the compound was 
used during the 1947 cholera epi- 
demic in Egypt, declared Doctors 
Harry Seneca and Edward Hen- 
derson, of Columbia University, 
and the Schering Corporation, 
Bloomfield, N. J. 

Saying the drug was adminis- 
tered by mouth to a “large series” 
of cases in Egypt, the doctors de- 
clared they had concluded the 
substance “is valuable in the clini- 
cal management of cholera.” 

There was suggestive evidence 
i Egypt, they asserted, that the 
drug might also have an important 
use as a preventive against 
cholera—particularly among mili- 
tary populations and other well- 
controlled groups in areas where 
cholera is prevalent. 

The American Society of Tropi- 
cal Medicine is holding its annual 
meeting here conjointly with the 
National Malaria Society, the 


American Academy of Tropical 
Medicine and the American So- 
ciety of Parasitologists. ,

The two-week lapse between the kill- 
ing and the arrest of suspects afforded 
outside meddlers an opportunity to wax 
hypercritical and to take, in the eyes of 
millions who do not realize what effect 
such meddling actually has, justifiable 
credit for the belated action. 


The Winecoff, Two Years Later 


Two years ago, early this morning, the 
Winecoff Hotel fire claimed 119 lives. 
Today the blackened, gutted hulk leers 
as a reminder of the tragic shrieks of 
women and the pain-throbbed cries of 
children and the hoarse moaning of men 
as they died in the flames or perished in 
leaps from burning windows. 
Tens of thousands of people daily feel 
their cheery Yuletide spirits deepen into 
_ gloom as they hurry by, many of them pre- 


ferring not even to look. 

Since shortly after the disaster the 
Winecoff has been tied up in the courts. 
Once or twice there have been promises 
that the structure would be released for 
reconstruction or demolition, but each 
time more legal red tape was encountered. 
And the litigation still proceeds along its 
dreary way while the populace helplessly 
waits for the pall of an empty ghost to 
be removed.

With Russia working feverishly on the 
atomic bomb, daily enlarging its sphere 
of influence in Asia and laying obvious 
groundwork for eventually taking over all 
Berlin, it is unthinkable that the United 
States slacken its rearmament pace. 

All are agreed that America does not 
want war. But if it be forced upon us our 
self-preservation demands that we be pre- 
pared. 

A disturbing note has cOme, however, 
in the call of the armed forces, issued be- 
fore the President forbade more budget 
talk, for a defense budget of $23,000,000,- 
000 for the next fiscal year, beginning July 
1. President Truman has set a $15,000,- 
000,000 limit, but the Army already has 
begun to curtail expansion plans because 
it claims funds are not available. Spend- 
ing by the armed forces this year will 
run to slightly more than $12,000,000,000. 

Some economists contend that defense 
spending in excess of the limit set by 
President Truman will call for controls in 
the form of rationing and price ceilings. 
That simply means the nation’s productive 
capacity is not believed sufficient to sup- 
ply a super armament program: and at the 
same time maintain a competitive econo- 
my in civilian consumer and durable 
goods. 

Price fixing and rationing, whether un- 
der stress of a rearmament program or 
not, inevitably will lead back to black 


marketing. They are, moreover, wholly 
undesirable in peacetime in a democratic 
country. President Truman himself once 
termed them marks of the police state. 


Doubtless the military’s estimate of 
$23,000,000,000. is, to put it charitably, 
slightly on the high side. At the same 
time, our safety demands that defense 
spending not be slashed wantonly. We 
simply must make certain we get 100 cents 
worth of value for every defense dollar 
spent. And the surest way to make cer- 
tain of this is for the President and the 
Congress to insist upon real unification 
of the services as required by law. All 
authorities agree that unification so far 
is mostly in name only. A few economies 
have been effected, but nothing like the 
Savings that can be realized if the service 
branches are required to plan together 
and work together from the ground up. 


The impact of exceeding President 
Truman’s limitations can be cushioned, 
too, by curtailing numerous other govern- 
ment expenditures. The Hoover Commis- 
sion, whose work President Truman has 
lauded, will show the way to considerable 
Savings. Others can be effected simply 
by decreasing the federal pay roll, which 
has been growing larger every month this 
year. 

We can’t do without defense. But we 
can do without other expenditures that 
are not of genuinely urgent nature.

‘NEW YORK—The Japanese task force, approaching Pearl Harbor from almost due north after 
a voyage as superbly timed as it was treacherously conceived, kept tuned to a football game being

No Lowest 
Common Denominator

to somebody. There was no sadness in his tone; he talked with a 
kind of exaltation as though he had suddenly experienced the 
intimations of immortality. He said: ‘You and |] have got 
something great that we can take with us all the rest of our 
lives. It’s a great realization. Because we know it’s true what so 
many people believed about him and what made them love him. 
The President never let them down. That’s what you and I can 
remember. Oh, we all know he could be exasperating, and he 
could seem to be temporizing and delaying, and he’d get us all 
worked up when we thought he was making too many conces- 
sions to expediency. But all of that was in the little things, the 
unimportant things—and he knew exactly how little and how 
unimportant they really were. But in the big things—all of the 
things that were of real, permanent importance—he never let 
the people down.’”

I ran across those paragraphs from the Sherwood book on the 
same day I was reading a mournful dirge from a journalistic 
street-walker who was trying to recover from the Dixiecrat de- 
bacle by deploring that the Truman election seemed to indicate 
that America is determined to raise up the lowest common denomi- 
nator of the people as the example for us all. Someone had mailed 
me a clipping of it. 

What he was sighing for—even as Miniver Cheevy, who sighed 
for the days of Thebes and Camelot—was for a society in which 
a small group of aristocrats and sophisticates, on a mental Olympus 
where the air was clear and the conversation brittle and no sweat 
smelled, would govern, letting the good things of life trickle down 
to the lowest common denominators. 

Alexander Hamilton dreamed that—Hamilton, the able, great 
mind to whom America owes much—but whose illegitimate birth 
and humble origin were a constant spur to his ribs, causing him 
to hate with a sort of phobia, the masses of people. “Your people, 
sir,” he said, “is a great beast.” And so, sometimes, they are. But 
it was the true aristocrat, Thomas Jefferson, who thwarted him 
and wrote into the articles of government provisions which would 
not set up any constant common denominator in this country, 
but would allow those with ambition and ability (even as Alexander 
Hamilton) to climb up this thing they call the ladder of achieve- 
ment. 


None The great thing about this country is that it has no lowest 

commen denominator. If there had been one, then there 
would have been no Jackson in the White House. And there would 
have been no Wilson, the son of a poor Presbyterian preacher. 
And there would have heen no Jim Farley, and many of our great 
industrial leaders of today would be working for a daily wage—if 
we had had a common denominator. 

It is folly to dwell on that argument. Is there anyone today who 
believes that’ it would be possible or desirable, to have an oli- 
garchy? Or that the people under an oligarchic form of govern- 
ment would like it? 


I have no desire to argue about Franklin D. Roose- 
Roosevelt velt. I am not interested in debating whether or not 
he let the people down. 

But, this I do know. The people didn’t think he did. 

And it wasn’t just our people. It was the people of South 
American countries, where feudal rulers even today are plagued 
with the impetus of Roosevelt’s name. It was the people of Europe 
and, truthfully, the people of Russia, too. The Soviets, being good 
propagandists, play that line to their people. 

It was the tragedy of Woodrow Wilson that the people believed 
h~ hac let them down. They never quite understood how the 
sick, weary, tired man was politically eviscerated. 

But. the people never believed Roosevelt let them down. There 
are those who furiously try to prove he did. They belabor it in 
columns; they write book’ to prove it; they make speeches about it. 

The people pay no attention to them. 

The people believed that here was a man who was trying to 
raise the lowest common denominator. How much greed there was 
in it; how little of rugged individualism; how much of a timid, 
spineless yearning for security; how much resentment at the eco- 
nomic oligarchy; how much littleness and meanness there were 
in it I don’t know. 

I had a letter from a man in France—an American. 

“On the day after the election,” he wrote,” the old French- 
man who is my gardener, came to me. He had heard the news on 
the radio. ‘How fine it is, sir,’ he said, ‘that the assistant of our 
great and gooc friend, Mr. Roosevelt, has been elected.’”’

The retirement on Jan. 20 of the President’s personal chief of staff, 
Adm. William Leahy, will leave a vacancy which can be filled in 
this manner. 

The man whose name is currently being mentioned for this vital 
task is Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. All those who are attracted 
by the new scheme admit that it would be unfair to ask Gen. 
Eisenhower to leave Columbia University for more than a brief 
period. But a mere three or four months will be quite sufficient 
to do the essential] job. This job is simply to adopt an agreed long- 
range American strategic plan, and to assign to each of the services 


| its detailed responsibilities under that plan. 


| Authority 


Even this measure of basic agreement has never 
been fully achieved by the services to date. But 
much valuable spadework has already been accomplished, under the 
determined leadership of Secretary of Defense James V. Forrestal, at 
the Key West and Newport interservice meetings. What is needed 
now is simply a professional officer, clothed with the authority of 
the President, who will spell out in practice the principJes adopted 
at Newport and Key West.

But one reason why the services are 
often fantastically wasteful today is the continuing interservice 
struggle, which perpetuates a sort of “keeping up with the Joneses” 
psychology. If they are to be put in hard condition, the services 
desperately need an impfrtial trainer. And this, fundamentally, 
is to be the role of the proposed chairman of the joint chiefs of 
staff. 

There is, 
for example, the Navy’s failure to devise an effective defense 
against the German type XXI1 submarine, now in Soviet hands.

Editor Constitution: In writing this letter, I 
am doing something I have never done before, 
but as a citizen of the State of Georgia I am 
thoroughly aroused, and feel that this is the most 
constructive way in which to vent my anger. 

The cause of this anger is the Robert Mal- 
lard murder case. The murder in itself is de 
plorable, but the really infuriating thing is the 
way in which it has deliberately been turned 
into bad publicity for Georgia. 

I have just read in The Constitution that a 
private citizen of Ohio, who is, incidentally, a 
member of the National Association for Advance 
ment of Colored People, has come to Georgia to 
investigate the murder, and that if he doesn't get 
some action from the GBI or the Governor, he is 
going to take the matter “into Federal courts as 
a violation of civil rights.” 

What is this—blackmail? Or in Army par- 
lance, whom is he kidding? Since when can a 
citizen of one State threaten the Governor and 
the entire criminal investigation organization of 
another State with Federal action? And why 
should the murder of a Negro be a matter of 
Federal concern any more than would be the 
murder of a white man? 1 don’t seem to recall 
hearing any threats of Federal action or viola- 
tion of civil rights when Mrs. Refoule was brutal 
ly murdered. Nor have I heard of any such 
threats in any of the recent murders of other 
white men or women. What’s wrong—don’t we 
white people have any civil rights? Of course 
we do, but we don’t cry “foul” every time a 
member of our race is killed. This is one time, 
I believe, when the Northern hatemongers have 
overstepped themselves. This crime is no more 
exceptional than*any other; why then should this 
Negro’s death be of so much national signifi- 
cance. It was a dastardly act in itself, but then 
so is every murder. If the crime had been 
committed in any of the Northern States, as m 
Ohio, for instance, it would have been treated 
as a routine crime to be solved, and nothing 


more. 

The Klan has been blamed and subsequently 
absolved—temporarily, at least. I am not an 
advocate of the present-day Klan, but am I alone 
in the opinion that the Klan may frequently 
be used as.a whipping-boy in crime? 

Murder is an abominable crime, but regard- 
less of the fear of punishment by God or man, 
it is committed every day.

Sometimes lobbyists are out-and-out city 
slickers. One I remember most vividly repre- 
sented the late Howard Hopson, the utilities 
magnate. The fat Hopson testified before a 
Senate Committee that his lobbyist éarned $25,- 
000 a year, but was well worth it because he 
could produce the private home addresses of 
every lawmaker in Washington. All Hopson had 
to do, he said, was phone his man in Washington 
and bingo, he got the street number and phone 
listing of any Congressman he wanted. It was 
amazing, he said. ' 

The Senators were unimpressed. They call 
the lobbyist, a slick-haired young man in a sin- 
cere necktie. Was he able to perform these 
miracles? Certainly, he said. He’d paid $1.25 
for a copy of the Congressional Directory and 
whenever the boss wanted to get in touch with 
a legislator, he looked him up in the book. 
Parlaying one red-bound book into $25,000 a 
year was an accomplishment I couldn’t help ad- 
miring. Hopson had other ideas. He fired his 
lobbyist. 

Some lobbyists are hard-working, well-in- 
formed citizens who perform a genuine service 
in telling Congress exactly what their employers 
—whether labor leaders, farm chiefs, or business 
men-—are thinking. 

And. perhaps this is enough on an essay on 
lobbyists, except for one thing: President Tru- 
man may be interested to know that last year 
his own White House police registered a lobbyist. 
They wanted to present some testimony before 
the Senate District Committee about a pension 
plan and fearful about breaking the law, they 
registered their witness. Now it turns out they 
didn’t need to. Washington is a troublous place, 
even for a conscientious cop.

But how really suc- 
cessful it was, how he stirred up the people to 
try to find out how things happen in Congress, 
has been proved to this reporter by mail from 
citizens all over the country since the election. 
They reveal a very healthy curiosity and inter- 
est and urge insistently that something be done 
to make Congress more responsive to the public 
at large. 


An underlying and gnawing fear ex- 
pressed is that in some way the election may 
be “stolen” or nullified by devious tricks 
and devices employed in Congress after it 
gets before it the social welfare and civil 
rights program pledged by the President. 


The public has become aware of dodges, sub- 
terfuges and bottlenecks that previously were of 
concern largely to the students of the technical 
procedures of Congress. The Senate filibuster, 
which occasionally provided amusing or disgust- 
ing reading in the newspapers depicting a bunch 
of politicians talking endlessly about anything 
under the sun—and often nothing—is no longer 
funny or trivial to many people. It has taken 
on serious significance now with the renewed 
drive for a civil rights program and the reali- 
zation expressed in letters that unless something 
is done to curb these talkathons nothing will be 
done about that program. 

People are learning, too, about that privi- 
leged oligarchy, the House Rules Committee, and 
how by arrogating legislative powers to itself, it 
has killed off legislation by tucking it away in 
® pigeonhole, including the housing bill of the 
last Congress. They are finding out how a very 


flouted by maneuvers and procedures which the 


few men have become very powerful, and with 
no by-your-leave from the voters. 

They are waking up to the significance of 
the seniority system and how it brings to the 
head of committees elderly members who look 
often to the past, “moss-backs,” President Tru- 
man called them, and who block needed legis- 
lation by their influence. They are discovering, 
too, the real meaning of the coalition between 
conservative Republicans and Southern Demo- 
crats, the latter the joint produce of the one- 
party system in the South and the seniority 
system, that has raised a successful blockade, 
entirely apart from the party and platform 
pledges, against all social welfare legislation since 
1938—10 long years. 

Above all, they are getting very curious about 
the lobbies that President Truman singled out in 
his campaign and hope they’ll be investigated, as 
he has recommended. Emphasis on big business 
lobbies has provoked counteragitation for inves- 
tigation also of farm and labor lobbies. , 


President Truman added to his own job 
and that of his party by his stress on Con- 
gress. For the public will be watching very 
carefully and will hold him and his party 
responsible if his program is sidetracked or 
bottled up, and this enhances the need for 
him and his party leaders to get through 
necessary reforms to make Congress a more 
democratic body reflecting more accurately 
the desires of the people. 


It would be very healthy, too, if this present 
curiosity would capitalize 
schools and colleges and by groups of all sorts, 


men and women, so that public pressure would |

He's Worth It 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN 


Nobody needs encouragement as much 
as the failing child, and he needs it most 


at home. No teacher, regardless of her tact, can take the 


place of a kind word of hope from a mother or a father. 

The parent who confronts a failure on a report card with the 
earnest comfort of security, who says: “Yes, you did fail this 
month, but we’re going to do everything possible to help you do 
better. We know you can do it because you do so many other 
things well,” has traveled half the distance toward solving the 
problem that confuses her lagging child. 

The ones who show their embarrassment and disgust, and ex- 
plode their humiliation by pointing to the shame of it all, have 
compounded the injury and the dislocation from which their child

in some facility or some knowledge, and none who could not be 
praised for some small success. 

“Children are pathetically eager for adult approval,” she 
said, “and if only parents would recognize it, all of them 
could be happier.” 

The Family Relations Institute deals first with adult relation- 
ship, and has recently added the children’s department to meet 
the demand from parents for direction for their bewildering off- 
spring. 

‘*‘Most of the problems are from children who are too aggres- 


sive... caused usually by failure in the beginning and an at- | 


tempt to counteract inferiority ...or those who have simply given 


up trying.” 


It is much harder, Miss Koontz says, to deal with a child who | 


has given up and taken the escapist route, because it takes such 
a lot of patience to reach them in their remote withdrawal. 


Many of them can’t read. Few can spell. Some of them have 
been pushed beyond endurance by ambitious parents. Some come 
from families where the parents have rejected them, or ignore 
them, or are so unhappy with their marriages that they don’t think 


of them at all. 


Miss Koontz struggles to find a center of interest. She teaches 


some to count on a typewriter, finding it useful especially where 


the child involved has been naturally left-handed and has been 
trained to use its right hand. 

With another, she talks “hot rods” ... those fenderless, 
glassless, doorless cars, which seem to be her student’s only 
interest. Through hot rods, they are slowly working up a 
vocabulary of reading and writing. 

In some cases all the students need is pleasant handling, a smile, 
the sure knowledge that somebody has the time to listen to what 
they have to say. 

There is some inference that parents do not care about their 
children under certain circumstances, but the Family Relations 


_ worker finds that a rare situation. They simply don’t know what 
| to do with their tangled emotions. 


“Parents will spend money for children when they will spend 


| it for nothing else,” she said. ‘They know they are but the product 

| of the environment, and heredity which they have provided.”

Their views opened a hearing 
into business profits by the sub: 
committee of the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Economic 
Report. 
| Prof. Seymour E. Harris said 
“my considered judgment is that 
profits are too high.” 

“In order to stop inflation,” he 
added, “it is necessary to use 
(Government) fiscal policy with 
effectiveness. Tax more and, in 
so far as broad National objectives 
‘allow, spend less.” 
| Prof. Sumner H, Slichter said 
flatly that business is not making 
ithe profits it has claimed.” 
| “During the last three years,” 
jhe said, “American corporations 
ihave overestimated their profits 
‘by approximately $16,400,000,000. 
... It is highly misleading to 
stockholders, employees, custom. 
| to have the 
‘amount. of income available for 
|dividends, plant expansion, wage 
increases or price reductions so 
greatly overstated.” 

Senator O’Mahoney, Democrat, 
‘Wyoming, said: “Do you mean to 
say these corporations don’t know 
their own weakness?” 

Slichter replied: “You can draw 
your own conclusions but the cor- 
porations are overstating their 


aking too much profit. 


position.” 

He expressed belief that most 
corporations are using obsolete ac- 
counting methods and are not set- 
ting aside enough of the earnings 
for plant and equipment replace- 
ment and higher costs of replaced 
inventories. 

As for the record-breaking prof- 
its reported by business, Slichter 
said that whether profits are too 
high or too low depends on what 
the country wants to do about the 
expansion of industry. 

“Tf there is to be no expansion,” 
he said, “then profits are too high. 
If there is to be expanded indus- 
try, then the profits are not 
enough.” 

Sen. Flanders, Republican, Ver- 
mont, Committee Chairman, said 
it is felt that business profits are 
large enough “to warrant the di- 
version of a considerable part of 
them into lower prices, higher 
wages, or both.”

Nursing Teacher Indorses 
Courses for Baby Sitters

Courses for “‘baby sitters”

Mrs. Margaret Adams, Assistant Professor of Nursing Education | 


at Teachers’ College, Columbia University, elaborated: 


“Many ‘sitters’ are ignorant of 
the problems and needs of chil- 
dren.

people now, but also would pre.

The Republic of Chile (hereinafter called the “Republic”’), and the 
other issuers of Chilean bonds listed gbove, due to the effect of the 
world-wide depression and the drastically curtailed exchange position of 
the Republic, were forced, commencing in 1931, to suspend service pay- 
ments on the above issues of outstanding dollar bonds (hereinafter called 
the “Outstanding Dollar Bonds”). This suspension of service continued 
until the adoption of Law No. 5580 of January 31, 1935, under which 
Law, as amended from time to time, the Republic has made certain pay- 
ments in respect of interest and amortization on the external funded 
debt. As of December 31, 1947, there were outstanding $131,262,000 prin- 
cipal amount of Outstanding Dollar Bonds of all of the issues listed above, 
of which over 92% had assented to the plan of Law No. 5580. 

While the resources and exchange position of the Republic do not 
permit the resumption of service on the Outstanding Dollar Bonds at the 
original rates, the Republic, pursuant to authorization conferred by Law 
No. 8962 of July 20, 1948, hereby offers to the holders of the Outstand- 
ing Dollar Bonds, in exchange for such bonds, New Bonds upon the 
following conditions:

3. During the years 1948 to 1953, inclusive, the New Bonds will 
share with other bonds of the external funded debt in all currencies in 
a general sinking fund for this total external funded debt in the 
amount of $2,531,000 per annum. Such fund will be applied semi- 
annually to the amortization of any bonds of the external funded debt 
payable in any currency either through the purchase of bonds below 
par or through drawings by lot at par; provided that commencing in 
1949 there will be applied to the amortization of bonds in any currency 
assented to the new readjustment plan at least a proportionate amount 
of the amortization fund. 

For the year 1954 and thereafter, the Republic will pay total service 
in the amount of 4% of the aggregate principal amount of New 
Bonds issued and outstanding at December 31, 1953; provided, how- 
ever, that if this Offer should be extended beyond December 31, 1953, 
the amount of the service shall be increased as set forth in the Gen- 
eral Bond. There will be provided for amortization of the New Bonds 
annually commencing January 1, 1954 the difference between the total 
service requirements on such basis and the annual interest require- 
ments on the New Bonds at the rate of 3% per annum.

Reference is made to the 
General Bond (copies of which are available for inspection at the 
office of the Fiscal Agent referred to below) for a fuller statement of 
the obligations of the Republic with respect to the service of the 
New Bonds. 

The New Bonds will be the direct obligations of the Republic, which 
will pledge its full faith and credit for the punctual payment of principal, 
interest and sinking fund. 

Principal and interest on the New Bonds will be payable in any coin 
or currency of the United States of America which at the time of pay- 
ment is legal tender for public and private debts. 

The New Bonds will provide that in case default shall be made in the 
payment of principal, interest or sinking fund on the New Bonds, each 
such New Bond shall thereafter be entitled to the payment of service, to 
the.enjoyment of the security, and to the benefit of all of the other provi- 
sions of the original bond contracts relating to the bonds in exchange for 
which the New Bond has been issued, except that, with respect to the 
bonds originally issued by the Mortgage Bank of Chile, the Water Com- 
pany of Valparaiso and the Chilean Municipalities, the Republic shall 
be the sole obligor thereon. 

The Republic will agree in the New Bonds that, if at any time after 
January 1, 1948, any lien or other charge should be created on copper, 
iodine or nitrate revenues to secure any external debt, the New Bonds 
shall ipso facto share in such lien or charge pari passu with any other 
creditors of the Republic. 

As regards the Chilean external loans outstanding in pounds sterling 
and Swiss francs, the Republic declares that if the holders of any of such 
loans or bonds exchanged therefor should be accorded at any time after 
January 1, 1948 treatment more favorable than is offered through the 
present Offer to the Outstanding Dollar Bonds, either as to interest, 
amortization or otherwise, then the Republic will extend such more 
favorable treatment to the holders of the New Bonds.

Where Outstanding 
Dollar Bonds are presented for exchange without one or more of the 
other required coupons attached, New Bonds will be delivered in ex-

DP Migration 
Speeding Up 


The bottleneck which for so 
long prevented the movement of | 
displaced persons out of Germany 
is now in process of being broken, 
Edward O’Connor, American mem- 
ber of the Displaced Persons Com- 
mission, told the Southeastern Re- 
gional Conference of the United 
Service for New Americans Sun- 
day at-the Biltmore Hotel. | 

Under the present DP law,| 
205,000 of these displaced persons | 
are permitted to come into the) 
United States by June 30, 1950,/ 
and O’Connor said the Commission | 
is prepared to speed up that migra-| 
tion. Already some hundreds have} 
arrived here, he said, and in Janu-| 
ary there will be between 3,000. 
and 4,000 more. Within a few 
months, O’Connor continued, the 
Commission hopes to be able to | 
bring 10,000 or 12,000 a month to. 
the United States until the 205,000. 
quota is filled up. 

O’Connor said, also, that the 
‘ Commission will request the new 
Congress to liberalize the present 
DP Law in order to remove some 
of the existing inequalities. He 
praised public officials for their 
helpfulness and said that a screen- 
ing process now in operation in 
Germany will speed up the move- 
ment of the DPs to other lands. 

As a result of the work of social 
organizations in this country, 
O’Connor said it would be possible 
to send DPs from Germany direct- 
ly to communities in this country, 
but he said that such communities 
must first guarantee jobs and 
housing.

‘ The announcement, made after 
what they claim was an exhaust- 
ive, two-year study of similar ar- 
rangements in other cities through- 
out the country, in the form of a 
joint statement over the signatures 
of William S. Morris, Publisher of 
the Chronicle, and Glenn R. Bos- 
well, Publisher of the Herald. 

Accomplishment of the merger, 
ft was explained is being effected 
by creation of an agent company 
which officials of the two papers 
said will “more efficiently conduct 
the printing of both.” It will be 
known as Newspaper Printing 
Corporation. 

General Manager of the new 
corporation will be Pat H. Rice, 
present General Manager of the 
Chronicle. 

All employees of the Chronicle 
and the Herald—with the excep- 
tion of those employed in the 
editorial and news departments— 
will work, after Jan. 1, for NPC 
and will be under the supervision 
of Rice. 

The editorial and news staff of 
the Chronicle will continue to be 
answerable only to Morris. Simi- 
larly, the editorial and news staff 
of the Herald will be under the 
direction of Boswell. 

Effective after its edition of Dec. 
26, no Sunday edition will be pub- 
lished by the Herald. Thereafter, 
the Chronicle—as the morning 
paper—will be the only Sunday 
paper. It will incorporate, how- 
ever, for several weeks, the full 
comic supplement previously car- 
ried in the Sunday Herald, the 
publishers said. Ultimately the en- 
tire operations of both papers will 
be conducted in the Herald build- 
Ing.
